AMAZING CREDULITY ANONG 
POPULACE. 


Hongkong will witness an al- 
most. unprecedented. -: calamity | 
to-day—according torumair, The 
most commonly accepted version 
is that. Hongkong will subside or, 
just disappear from the face of the 
earth on the first day of the eight’ 
moon. From midnight last night, ! 
nearty every Chinese household! 
was devoutly worshipging and 
rendering prayers and a good num- 
berof men took part in the 
ceremony. t 

The superstition has beenspread 
lately by the distribution of leaflets 
which have struck terror into the 
hearts of many Chinese women. 
These wordy slips have given a 
specimen of a.charm consisting of 
of three characters each-of which 
comprises parts of seven letters, 
the most prominent signifying 
“devil.” People are advised to 
have copies of these charms in 
their houscholds to sve them from 
the calamity. No particular date is 
mentioned in the circulars which 
have come to hand but one 
of them portends-. a disaster 
from water in the _ ninth 
moon and another from fire in the 
tenth. Hongkong is not specially 
singled out but the ‘whole of China ! 
is referred to, Another prediction ' 
is that during the remainder of the 
year (this is the last of the cycle of ; 
sixty and considered unlucky in! 
many respects) many people will 
be stricken with a scourge with: 
symptoms similar to cholera and 
the circular has a prescription of 
herbs which will save the believing. 

According to ‘the slips, the 
various Heavenly -Deitles are 
having a bad time of it, Kwiin 
Yum, the Virgin Goddess, is 
in distress) To succor her 
women are advised to fast, 
pray devoutly and disdain 
worldly pomp. Striving on her 
behalf are the Chai Tin Dai Seng, 
which means the All-Heaven 
Saints. They are supposed to be 
pleading with Yuk Wong Dai Dy, 
the ruler of the Deities, 

A sinister foreboding js inter- 
preted from the recent (mythical) 
visit of Cheung Tin See, the Medical 
Deity, to Peking. He is said to 
have drawn up a list of disasters in 
ten different places in China. To 
prevent these taking place the 
faithful are advised to print 
copies of set prayen, The 
distribution of one will save a 
soul, Ten will render a 
family immune while a hundred 
will benefit asection. A thousand 
will protect a village community 
and ten thousand, will succour ten 
thousand the Chinese figure’ of 
sptech meaning “ legion." The un- 
believing are threatened with dire 
penalties, the worst of which is a 
suddden attack of blood emission 
from the mouth with fatal results 
forthose whd sneer at the prophets, 
Constant devotion and intercessary 
prayers on the first and fifteenth of 
each moon will also help to stave 
off the coming calamities. 

Most of the thinking classes of 
Chinese have pooh-poohed the 
mmours which originated from the 
fable of the prediction contained in 
the magical mirror or spectacics 
which when offered. to 4 pawn- 
broker in Macao about ammth ago, 
foretold nine typhoons for South 
China this season. On the the 
other hand, quite a number of wo- 
men credit the stories with con- 
siderable misgiving, some of them 
even going as faras retuming to 
their native villages or living ina 
far-famed monastery or nunnery.

Sir.—L have read ‘'Britisher's" 
reply ta my letter, published in 
your paper of yesterday, Tam plaid 
to learn that ‘‘Britisher’’ is so 
ayiapecietrally disposed towards 
the case of the unfortunate gruduate 
referred to in my previous letter, 
It is w happy augury, and J hope 
that the sentiment evident from 
‘‘Britisher’s"' letter is sharel hy 
his fellow-coyutrymen. also iar the 
Colony, However, we shall leave 
that question to be solved. if it is 
at all going te be solved, by those 
who take interest inthe duatter, 
and take up the ‘sud’? case of the 
Engineering graduates. ‘‘Britisher" 
rerio whether it can be said of 
the local grudimte in Engineering 
that he has the practical experience 
which is required of him if he is 
employed. I answer: perhups he 
has uot. But in turn I enquire: 
Ts it hig fault? T emphatically say, 
no. “‘Britisher" refery to u recent’ 
cnge in which when the Engineer.

The above system worked ad- 
mirably from the beginning, and 
resulted in followers of tocal foot- 
bil having, on definite days, all 
relevant iaformation concerning 
Shanghai soccer. Thanks are due 
the’ five local. uewspapers for the 
ready manner in which they met 
the wishes of the Association {n 
this matter, with the result that the 
pravious unsuitable method | 
publishing information piecemeal 
and un-coordinated came to an 
end. It is to be hoped: that the: 
same arrangements, Or some even 
better, will obtaln* during the coms

OFFICIAL FIGURES TO HAND. 


TOKYO’S HEAVY DEATH ROLL. 


Tho official nows that in now 
arriving from Japan goes to show 
that while thd Syures for tbe killed 
in Tokyo and Yokobawwa are uot a 
heavy ag at firyt feared, the damage 
to property ‘is oxcecdingly beavy. 

& despatch from the “Foreign, 
Ollie in ‘Lokyo announces that up 
wo last Briday it hud been dofinitely 
aseortained that 47,000 had been 
killed in ‘Lalcyo and 10,000 in Yoko- 
hamo; in neithor plice were Tits of 
the injured completed. 

Ninety percent, af the 83,006 
buildings in Yokohuma have been 
destroyed. : 

In ‘Tokyv, the following govern- 
ment departments have been totally 
destroyed : Railway, Communica. 
tions, I'inance, Hducution, Interior, 
Central Police Station and Dopart- 
moot of Agriculuire and Commerce. 

All newspaper oflices have been 
destroyed except (he Japan Times, 
Nichi Nichi, Miyake and HHocht. 

Tho entire commercial districts of 
Tokyo and Yokvhumia are wiped 
out, : 

Jn Yokohama the American Cou- 
sul (lr. Jirjusoll) and his wife, the 
Viee-Consul (Mr. denky) and a lady 
employed at the Embassy (?

ROUGH PASSAGE. 


“TANGO MARU” IN HEAVY 
TYPHOON. 


With her wireless apparatus 
entirely out of commission, and 
herring many visible signs of 
buffeting in storms she cncounter~ 
ed near Hongkong and along the 
China coast between August 18, 
and 23, says the Japan Advertiser, 
of August 29, the “ Tango Maru,’ 
ofthe Nippon Yusen Kaisha line 
reached Kobe from Australian 
ports on Monday moraing. For- 
tunately, the steamer missed the 
direct centre of the gale which 
swept Hongkong on August .18, 
but was caught in the stom area 
that day and again on August 
22, and 23 battled against heavy 
seas which wrought considerable 
damage to her wireless gear, 
bridge and railings. . 

The vessel is docked now at 
Pier No. 3, where she is discharg- 
ing a heavy Australian freight 
which includes much wool, lead 
and tallow, With a cargo of ap- 
proximately 6,000 tons, the “ Tango 
Marn” left Melbourne on July 26 
on ter homeward trip. Calls were 
made at Sydney, Brisbane, Thurs- 
day Island and other ports en 
rotte until Manila was made on 
August 15, She left Manila for 
Hongkong the following day. 
From midnight,/ August 17, the 

. Steamer met with a heavy storm 
which tecame stronger as she 
approached Hongkong. Through 
out August 18 she was buffeted by 
mouztiinous Weves and it was only 
with reat difficulty that she reach- 
ed Hangkong at 4 o'clock on the 
afterfioon of August19. The Tango 
Maru left Hongkong on August 20 
and met another heavy storm off 
the Chinese coast on August 22 
and 23. Thetyphoon developed at

BANDITS TERRORISE POULTRY 
DEALERS. 


A slight improvement has come 
in the export of poultry and other 
livestock from Wuchow to Hong- 
kong. ..Hitherto-milltarists ‘holding’ 
sway along the West River exacted 
what they could from the ‘hapless 


traders but they soon found that 
it did not pay to kill the goose 


that Inid the golden eggs as the 
itinerant dealers could not afford’ 
to pay what was demanded and 
merely suspended business. 


One of the leading dealers stated 
yesterday that the regime at 
present ruling the river banks 
above Wuchow, had divided the 
soldiers into cight-stations, each of 
which collected $1 on a crate of 
poultry, Headquarters at Wuchow 
collected $2 making $10 in all 
which is better than sums extorted 
at will as the military now guarane 
teed protection along the river from 
bandits. This should have the 
effect of reducing first costs in 
Hongkong. 

However, prices here have not 
receded as could be wished on 
account of the small volume of 
trade, the restrictions being a 
direct result of bandits terrorising 
poultry farmers inland. It is stated 
that the military are ‘sending 
detachments to give protection 
along the land routes and bigger 
supplies are expected by the end 
of the week. :

MADAME, TUSSAUD'S. : 


ROMANCE OF THE FAMOUS 
-WAXWORK. 


— 


ome 


The quaint, demure figure of a 
tiny old woman, dressed in ablack 
silk gown and an antique bonnet, 
and with a wise wrinkled face was 
well known to Londoners in the 
early half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, ‘writes V. Methley in the 
Glasgow Hera. 

Aud that quaint ‘ figure is amongst 
us still, wearing the same black 
dress and’ oldfashioned honnet— 

exactly ag in life. 

You may meet her any day you 
care to call at the big red building 
in the Marylebone Road, where the 
wax figure of Mad ime Tussaud stil] 
stands, modest aid retiring, in the 
great exhibition which she found- 
ed, This small woman was a per- 
sonality in her day, with those keen 
eyes and suppressed, humerous 
mouth, 

A BORN ARTIST. 


A strange, dramatic life was 
that of litle Marie Groshdltz, 
The daughter of a retired officerin 
Berne, she was born in 1760, and, 
asasmall girl, was adopted by her 
uncle, Jean Christophe Curtius, a 
modellerin wax. His wonderful 
anatoryical casts attracted the at- 
tention of the reat Prince de 
Conti, and, whilst the future Ma- 
dame Tussand’ was still quite a 
child, she went with her uncle to 
Paris, where Curtius set up a shop 
in the Palais Royal. 

He gave up his anatomical work 
and took to making models in wax 
of celebrated people, life-size, life~ 
coloured busts, or bus-reliefs fram~ 
ed in black behind x) 
mode which was very fashionable 
at that time, and of which exquisite 
specimens survive. 

Curtins was a wonderfully 
skilled craftsman, and he soon 
found that ‘his littl niece had} 
inherited his skill. 1 

At the age of: six she began to 
learn to model in wax with those 
tiny, deft hands, which remained 
tiny and deft to her life's end. 

Whilst she was still ouly a young

Somewhere about 1780 Made- 
nwiselle Grosholtz was summoned 
to stay at Versailles in the very 
palace of the King to give lessons 
in the fashiorable art of wax- 
modelling to the sister of Louis 
XVI, Madame E:izaheth. 

Te was a high honourand a strange 
experience for the quiet, retiring 
irl to be in the midst of a Court, 
and made much of by the unicon-: 
ventional, warm-hearted Queen 
and the sweet, gentle Madame 
Elizabeth. 

Mademoiselle Grosholtz modell- 
ed many of the royalties and the | 
courtiers, She executed a mask of 
the beautiful face of Marie 
Aatoinette, which may still be seen 
in the Exhibition—a. wonderful 
reminder of that dead Court life. 

She returned to the Palais Royal 
und her uncle’s shop and went on 
quietly with her work whilst the 
first mutterings of the Revolution 
filled the air, Tney rose loud and 
ominous, those muttcrings, in the 
Palais Royal, which was a very 


_breeding-ground of sedition and 


disaffection. Orators could be 
heard haranguing the crowds day 
and night in the gardens outside 
the windows of Curtius’s shop. 


CAUGHT IN THE REVOLUTION. 


Then ona sultry day of July, 
1789, the storm broke, und Marie, 
in her.room overlooking the gar- 
dens, heard the shouts of the mob 
which acclaimed Camille Des- 
moulins, greeting that speech of 
his which set the match to the gun- 
* powder of revolution. 1 

Half frightened, half ~-curious, 
Marie snd her uncle listencd—but

The idea ,of the 
‘Chamber of Horrors—which made 
part of Madame Tussaud's exhibi- 
tion from the first—she took from 
her uncle Curtius, who, ‘during the 
Revolution, had set up a display of 
models called the “Caverne des 
Grands Voleurs” in the Boulevard 
de Temple in Paris, 

Her exhibition was anew thing 
in London ; her connection with the 
victims and the authors of. the Re- 
volution made her something of a 
personality, and drew pcople to the 
Strand out ‘of curiosity. Madame 
worked indefatigably to: add new 
models | to ber collection, and began 
to plan the historical groups which 
are still once of its features, ;
